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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ledwidg. 

The patent to Ledwidge has been discussed in the previous office action. 
Specifically, with respect to claim 1, Ledwidge discloses detecting sonic energy 
associated with small bubbles (cavitation) in a cooling fluid (selected volume). 

The difference between claim 1 and Ledwidge is the claim specifies 
discriminating against cavitation events that occur outside the selected volume. 
However, as broadly interpreted, Ledwidge would inherently provide for such a step 
since the detection of sonic energy associated with bubbles (cavitation) in the cooling 
fluid inherently discriminates against detecting outside the fluid. Claim 1 is so rejected 
as obvious over the Ledwidge patent. 

Claims 2-7 are further provided by Ledwidge. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 8-20 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed October 26, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments appear to read more into the claim language 
than is currently suggested by the claim language. Further, the argument with respect 
to discriminating between cavitation events is not commensurate in scope with the claim 
which specifies discriminating against cavitation events.
